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THE NAVAL BATTLE. 
Allour telegrams show that the Russian 
and Japanese fleets will soon be within range 
of one another’s guns, and that a great naval 
battle is imminent, for the Russians have 
passed Singapore andthe warships of both 


| Powers are reported to have been sighted in 


the Straits of Malacca. For the next few 
hours the whole civilised world will be engaged 
in speculating on the Russians’ chances of suc- 
cess against the squadron commanded by 
Admiral Togo. On paper the Russian fleet is 
a formidable force, in spite of the presence of 
some weak units, such as the “Dimitri 
Donskoi” and the “Almaz,” which never made 


| her legend speed, and was originally intended 


to serve as Admiral Alexeieff’s yacht. The 
four battleships of the “Suvoroff’ class, the 
“Oslabya” and the cruisers ‘Olez,” ‘“Jzum- 
rud” and “Jemtchug,” are modern and for- 
midable vessels, and the .‘“Navarin” and 
‘Lissoi Veliki,” though old, are heavily 
armed and armoured vessels. The rest 
are not worth much against opponents 
who can shootstraight,and the fourthsquadron’s 
composition renders it unlikely that it will lie |. 
in the line with Rodjestvensky’s force. Of the 
vessels that compose it, “Nicolai I.” is old 
and slow, and the three little ironclads of the’ 
“Senjavin’ class would probably hamper the 
squadron greatly. in the day of battle. ‘To begin 
with, they are low freeboard vessels and would 
find it hard to fight their turret guns in any- 
thiug like area. Their speed is also nota 
strong point and they bave very low bunker 


reason: | capacity : finally, they suffer from their lack 


of vrotection—they are vulnerable everywhere 
above the belt, for their three turrets have no 
armoured bases in the form of a redoubt, only 


|to await them or waits for 


shells bursting under the turrets from injuring . 
their supports-and perhaps causing them to 
settle down on the lower deck or thereabouts, 
to the great peril of the ship.

NEW THEORY . OF STRAIN 
E XPLAINED.

(FROM A CoRRESPoNvENT.) 
Londen, April 3. 
There has hardly been tithe yet to have 


| received the criticisms of the wise men of 


durope and America on the recent decision‘ of 


-lthe Ezyptian Govérnment to postpone—for | 


the present—-the completion, as sonie eminent 
men are pleased to call -it, of the dam at 
Assouan by increasing the height by some 


‘| eighteen feet. Such men d6 not care to commit 


themselves in a hurry when a fresh proposition, 
of a nature such .as this, is first put before 
them. We must have, patiewce yet before we 
can expect to receive the general opinions of 
scientific # vuthorities. 

For oue,. iowever, who has been familiar 
with all the details of this great work from the 


commencement, as is the case with the con- 


sulting engineer, Sir Benjamin Baker, it is 
not surprising that he should give the public 
the benefit ot his views, however slight, as 
early as-possible. ‘hey have indeed a right to 
expect it. Sir Benjamin has informed a reporter 
of the “Daily Mail” that this decision of the 
Egyptian authorities is by no means entirely 
due to the theories recently propounded by 
the learned mathematicians. Primarily it is 
due, according to Sir Benjamin, : to the fact 
that during his recent visit he found it 
necessary to advise the authorities that the 
apron, or floor of masonty, a small portion 
of which was put down last year, must be 
extended along the whole Jength of the dam, 
so as to protect the base of the structure from 


any miscbief in futare, such as might. be 


caused by the: great rush of water through the 
sluices, which at times, when it rises to the 
sixty feet level, has such a pressure, that it 
flows through the sluices at the rate of over 
36 miles an hour.

earlier: However that may be, the decision is 


considered a wise one, if there were no other 


‘reason to justify it. But there is yet another 


reason, for some months ago the thedry’of Mr. 
Atcherley and Professor Karl Pearson that

No doubt tliis has been a disappointment, to 
several people, who aro interested in helping 
to develop tho uncultivated lands of Bgypt,and 
who were rightly expecting that the additional 
supply. of water would soon enable them te do 
this. Some of these are adversely criticising 
the action of the Government, as for the: 
moment they have receivéd a cold- douche. 
But are they justified, in face of all the facts 
which have been givea to tha public? If they 
only have patience they will get all the water 
they want, and this sooner than is generally 
anticipated.

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IV. THE TIGRIS. 

(Continued ). | 

The Tigris floods are a week in advance of 
those ot the Euphrates. 

In January 1905 I took the discharge of the 
Tigris at Bagdad. The gauge was 3.00 metres, 
the width of the river 300 metres, the mean 
depth 6 metres, the velocity ‘90 metres per 
second and the discharge 1,600 cubic metres 
per second. By calculation I made the maximum 
jischarge 4,000 cubic metres per second and 
the minimum poo. M. Mougel told me that 
the maximum*was 5,000 and the minimum 250 
cubic metres per second. ‘he river has been 
known to rise 4 metres in'a day. No steamers 
can make any head against such rises. ; 

From Bagdad to Koot, ona length of 340 
kilometres, the width of the river is between 
300 and 400 metres, the depth in low supply 
is about 14 metres and the velocity 14 to 2 | 
kilometres per hour. The trough of the river 
is some 9 75 metres deep down to the level of 
low water, and a flood of 6 metres puts the 
country under 25 centimetres of water except 
where it is protected by dykes. The dykes: 
above and below Bagdad are works of a certain 
importance. ‘South of the Dyala river junction 
the dykes are truly insignificant. Opposite 
Bagdad and as far south as Ctesipleon there is 
a fair number of “charads’ for raising- water 
and irrigating fields of wheat and barley: , 

At Koot the Hai Canal takes off the 
right bank of the ,river and flows due 
south towards the Euphrates. 

in the time of Haroun el Rashid, the Hai 
Canal of to-day was the Main Tigris and the 
precant Tigris }ast Amara was practically non- 
existent. Some kilometres east of Koot one 
can see the spoil banks of the old Nahrwan 
canal on both sides where it crossed the 
present course of the Tigris. And yetin Alex. 
ander’s time the Tigris was where it is to-day, 
and the Hai was also apparently a canal as it 
is to-day. 

Between Koot and Amara, on a length of 
260 kilometres; the width of the'l'igris decreases 
from 300 to 200 metres, while its depth is 
considerably greater than what it was upstream 
of Koot. ‘The velocity is practically the 
same. 

At Koot the trough cf the river is about 5 
metres deep down to the level of low supply; 
and falls visibly as one advances downstream. 
Haif way to Ali Garbi the trough -is only 3.50 
metres deep down to the level of low supply, 
while at Ali Garbi it is only, 2.50 metres, and 
the water of ordinary floods overflows freely. 
This. means that when the river rises 6 metres 
at Bagdad it only rises 2.50 metres at Ali 
Garbi, making up for loss of rise by a deeply 
scoured out bed and overflows. At Ali Sharki 
the*trough is only 1.50 metres deep down to 
the level of low supply, and 1.25 metres at 
Amara. Between Ali Garbi and Amara numer- 
ous overflows and breaches carry off the surplus 
waters of the Tigris to the swamps. between 
the Tigris and the Hai canal on the right 
bank of the Tigris,

LUGANO is some 20 miles from Como and

a nopulation of 10,000 people and 13 charmingly 
situated on the Lake of Iugano, amidst lovely 
Itahan scenery. ‘Around it rise M. San 
Salvatore, M. de Caprino and M. Generoso. 
The Piazza Giardino, with its promenade and 
fountains, is close to the landing stage. A 
broad quay, the favourite promenade, extends 
the whole length of the town along the shore of 
the lake. In the Santa Maria degli Angioli is 
a fresco of the Passion, the finest work of 
Bernardind Luini (1529). There are many 
interesting excursions» to be made into 
the surrounding neighbourhood. MONTE 
GENEROSO, about 5,600. feet, is reached by 
taking steamer or train trom Lugano to 
Capolago, then the mountain railway, which 
runs to the summit. The view is magnificent, 
being one of the finest in the Lombard Alps. 
Monte Salvatore is ascended by railway trom 
Lugano Paradiso.

LUCERNE.—A striking picture on the Lake 
of Lucerne is surrounded by walls with nine watch 
towers facing the Iiy: and Pilatus and the 
snow-clad Alps. .Seven bridges cross the Reuss, 
but the two old ones, the ‘Kapell Briicke and 
Muhlen Briicke are of interest. Both have 
roofs, the former painted with scenes from the 
lives ot the patron saints of lucerne, and the 
latter with a Danég of Death. Tbe old water 
tower near the Kapell Briicke used to be a 
lighthouse or ‘‘ Lucerna,” giving its name to the 
town. In and around the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions to be made from 
Lucerne by*boat, rail, ete., are very numerous. 
Places of interest in the town are the Hof 
Kirche, dating from the 16th Century, the Lion 
of Lucerne Monument, bear which is also an 
interesting garden, containing signs of glacier- 
worn rocks of a remote ice period. In the 
Rathaus is a Museum of Antiquities, and the 
Kriegs und Friedens Museum (War and Peace 
Museum) should also be visited. 

The Lake of Lucerne abounds in delightfu- 
excursions, those to the Aigi, Pilatus, Burgent 
‘stock and Sonnenberg, needing a special visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delight to the lover of nature. 

The Rigi is a famous ridge between the 
Lakes Lucerne and Zug. The view is unsur-— 
passed for extent and magnificence, fneluding- 
the view of 13 lakes, the Oberland, and many 
of the distant Alps. The sunset view is much 
finer than re | and is best seen from Loth- 
stock. Sunrise from Kulm. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake and 
mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Uri 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
Axenstrasse. 

SEELISBERG is on the opposite shore to 
Brunnen, and with the Sanitorium of Sonen- 
berg forms one of the famous health resorts of 
the Lake of Licerne. 


THE BURGENSTOCK may be reached in 
two ways; either by steamer from Lucerné to 
Kebrsiten, then the cable railway to the crest 
of the Burgenstock ; or the other way is to go 
to Stannstad by boat, and then drive up the 
fine new road, From Stannstad it is about 
1 hour 40 minutes by electric railway to 
ENGLEBERG. The ascent of 7%tlis is made 
from here, and the panoramic view of the 
Alps is grand, extending from Monte Rosa to
